Wild Turkeys 
Released In. 
Tulare County 


SACRAMENTO - California’s 
1969 wild turkey stocking 
program, boosted by an 
unexpected bonanza of 239 wild 
turkeys from Texas, is off to a 
good start with the release of 
296 birds. 

The Department of Fish and 
Game reports that the Texas 
Parks and Wildlife department 
furnished 239 wild-trapped Rio 
Grande turkeys. California and 
Texas have been exchanging 
birds in recent years, but the 
large number was unexpected. 
The DFG will ship Texas wild 
pheasants, Indian chukars, and 
mountain quail later this year to 
complete the exchange. 

Texas sent 222 hens and 17 
toms, a little short of male birds, 
so DFG biologists trapped more 
wild birds in San Diego and San

VISALIA - Valencia oranges 
are beginning to test, and 
picking for export will be getting 
underway soon, according to 
weekly report from Elvin O. - 
Mankins, County — Agricultural 
commissioner. Harvest of Navel 
oranges is “moving at.a good 
clip,” it is reported. 

Heavy bloom is reported in 
deciduous orchards; English 
walnuts and grape vines are 
leafing out; early-planted 
tomatoes are above the white 
caps; squash, peppers and 
tomatoes continue to go in 
around the county; planting of 
spring potatoes is continuing. 

Dry and warm weather has 
started small grains, and most 
fields now have good color, 
however fields that were badly 
flooded will produce only a light 
to fair crop.
